The Mathematics Department 
made several changes in the school 
year, including the addition of anew 
course and some faculty changes. 

A course in Elementary Functions 
was offered for the first time. The 
course was designed for Seniors who 
wanted an introduction to analysis 
as preparation for college level 
calculus. Many students chose to 
take Elementary Functions for one 
semester only, while others opted 
for two full semesters of the course. 


Functions, the math department of- 
fered ten courses, ranging from 
ninth grade general mathematics to 
Senior Calculus. In order to offer 
these courses, the Department 
added an additional instructor. The 
new teacher was Mrs. Linda Burner.

When confronted with the question, “Do you 
feel that the extra-curricular activities com- 
plement or conflict with the program of study 
at T.A.?” faculty and staff members responded 
with a variety of answers. 

1. “ .. many of the activities are a continua- 
tion of classroom activities ... they provide an 
opportunity for many worthwhile activities 
which are not possible during the structured 
school day.” 2. “Complements, because they 
give students a chance to develop their per- 
sonality and to be a well-rounded person.” 
3. “Activities give students the opportunity 
to achieve specific goals for themselves, 
develop discipline, and, in some cases, find 
something that will lead them to a profession.” 
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4. “. .. activities definitely complement... 
however, they must be properly structured to 
support the educational program.” 5. “The 
scope of activities . . . is so varied that it gives 
students an opportunity to participate in a 
multitude of interest areas. This provides an 
all-around education.” 6. “I feel that on an 
overall basis, extracurricular activities comple- 
ment T.A.’s program of study.” 7. ““Comple- 
ment, because it makes a well-rounded stu- 
ent.” 8. “This way students can be involved, 
otherwise they would just be sitting around.” 
9. “. . . activities complement our curricular 
program.
